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Two Matters Of Moment 


LTHOUGH public — interest has 
principally been centred on the 
Financial. Secretary's reply to general 
eriticlhms — Jevelled ngainst | incrensed 
direct"taxntion, other Official members of 
the Legislative Council made some in- 
teresting contributions to the Budget 
debate. For the most part they were on 
the defensive, which was to be expected, 
but over more than one Issuc they dis- 
played aggression and oan unshakable 
faith in the correctness of Government's 
policy and of administrative ability to 
implement that policy. The neting Colonial 
Secretary, for example, hit out with 
astonishing forthrightness concerning 
price controls and refused, point blank, to 
accept the proposition that they were 
doing more harm than good, The Colonial 
“Secretary argued in effect, rather than in 
detail, that while so many retailers were 
prepared to try and defeat price controls, 
4t was hardly the time to allow private 
enterprise free rein in the marketing and 
selling of cssential ‘conimodities.. When it 
comes to: prise controls Government must 
bo given the credit for being: motivated 
by the ‘desire to prevent higher living 
costa-and a consequent Infiationary spiral. 
And this, to the ordinary houscholder, in 
rather more vital than complete freedom 
for private enterprise. But the complete 
removal of price controla is, obviously, 
mot dependent on whether merchants or 
retailers will be “good boys” and refrain 
from’ overcharging, but’ whether supplies 
can ‘be. consistently, enough maintained 
(in essentlal. commodities) o5 to guaran- 
tee there will be no violent: fluctuations 
‘in purchasing prices. Clearly Government 
is convinced that such {fs ,not./yet the 
case: hence. the determination to retain 
controls ‘where ‘they ‘are. considered 
necessary, © And: while such controls do, 


in fact, protect the general public, their 
value cannot easily be discounted. Another 
subject which has a wide interest and 
mgyy well have important repercussions 
on the man-in-the-street ix the proposal 
to amend the ‘Landlord and Tennnt 
Ordinance in such a manner as to permit 
mutial agreementy between property 
. owners and tenants for new tenancy con- 
tracts which exclude application of the 
Ordinance. In effect, what were previously 
controlled = premises under the existing 
Ordinance would, through mutual agree- 
ment, become decontrolled. In this form 
the proposiifon seems to be reasonnble 
enough, but unless the amendment to the 
Ordinance is carefully phrased to guaran- 
tee a tenant immunity “from coercion, 
considerable hardship) may arise, Few 
tennnts will willingly agree to a revised 
tenancy which involves higher rentals, and 
it: must, therefore, be clearly Iaid down 
that only where tenants readily ngree to 
n new tenancy’ agreement which permits 
the- property to become decontrolfed, shall 
the nmended Ordinance apply. Some Innd- 
lords, it has been fully established, ore 
having their Interests seriously jocpardised 
by the existing terms of the Ordinance, 
and it is possible that a number of tenants 
would be willing for an upward readjust- 
ment of their rentals becnuse of thin. 
‘But property owners as a whole should not 
bo given carte blanche to benefit under 
‘any ‘amendment to the current law, and. 
under. no circumstances must the proper 
interests of tenanta be sacrificed simply 
to satisfy the desires of landlords. We 
do not condemn the proposed amended 
legislation as indicated by the Attorney- 
General, but we certainly insist ‘that 
equal protection be given to tenants and 
landlords . whatever form is taken by 
amendments to the Landlord and Tenant 
Ordinance.

Always Measles 


By HERMAN N. 


ROBABLY one of the most 
common disorders — produe=- 
Ing fever and a skin rash among 
children Is not, as most parents 
would suppose, - measles ar 
searlet fever. It is a much 
milder disease known as roseola 
infantum, 

It occurs for the most) part 
among children between six 
months and three years of age, 
but, since few patients are se 
ously Hit frequently passes 
without being detected. 


On the other hand, some vie- 
tims develop fever as high as 
105 degrees. Complications 
are rare, but sometimes there 
may be convulsions as a result 
of the high fever. 

The exact cause ts not known, 
but it soems likely that a virus 
ts responsible. This condition 
develops from 10 to 15 days 
after exposure, and seems to 
occur most frequently in the 
sprint’ und autumn. One attack 
Hives permanent protection 
against further recurrences. 


Starts Suddenly 


Roscola Infantum starts sud- 
denly with fever. although the 
child remains active and alert. 
The fever lasts on un averare 
of four days: the temperature 
then drops down to a normal 
range, after which the rash ap- 
pears. It is made up of pink 
spots, occurring mainly on ‘the 
chest, back, and abdomen and 
n litte on the face, The rash 
does not itch and complctely 
disappears without any pecling 
in fram two fo 48 hours. In past 
years, mony of these cases were 
undoubtedly called measles, but, 
in measles, the temperature 
reaches its hithest level at the 
time the rash appears, whereas

The child should be kept at 
rest In bed and given plenty of 
fluids. Such preparations as ns- 
pirin may be used if the fever 
is extremely high and, occasion- 
ally, a drug, such as phenobar- 
bifal may be used to stop or 
prevent ‘convulsjons. 

While =roscola infantum — is 
nota serious condition, it is im- 
portont that it) be recognised 
when It occurs so the proper 
treatment for it may be used.
